Late in 1942, he was assigned to Camp Ritchie, Maryland and went 
overseas with the 9th Infantry Division, taking part in the assault 
landing at Safi in Morocco on 8 November 1942. For his part in this j 

action, he was awarded the Legion of Merit and promoted, to 1st Lt. 

After serving in Algeria and Tunisia, he returned to the Lnited States 
As Chief of Section at the Intelligence School at Camp Ritchie. While 
serving there, he attended the Special Course for Brazilian Officers at 
the Command & General Staff School at Ft Leavdnv»rth in 1943. j Subse- 
quently, he returned to Italy, serving as aide to General Mark W. Clark, 
Commanding General of Fifth Army. Upon the arrival of the Brazilian ! 
Expeditionary Force in Italy, Captain Walters [ was assigned as Combat 


Liaison Officer with the 1st Brazilian InfantFy Division remaining with 
them until the end of the war. He was then assigned as Assistant Army 
Attache in Brazil. He served there from 1945 1 to 1948. ,!

Returning to the United States with 
Ambassador Harriman in June 1950, he became Military Assistant to the 
Special Assistant to the President. At this time, he accompanied 
Governor Harriman to Korea and to the meeting between President Truman 
and General Mac Arthur at Wakelaland. In January 1951, he accoepanied 
Genersi Eisenhower on his visit to twelve NATO countries, and in 
February 1951 he was assigned to SHAPE Headquarters in Paris. 

He served there as Assistant Executive tor National Military repre- 
sentatives, and subsequently as Assistant to the Deputy Chief of 
Staff f° r Logistics and Administration-' He also served as Assistant 
to the President at the Geneva -Conference in 1953 0 Returning to the 
United States in January 1955, he was 'artnli’-ied to the US Element of 
the NATO Standing Group as Public Information Officer and Special 
^ r 9j ec Ls Officer#,, During this period.,- hi had additional duties ar. 

Staff Assistant to the Pie^ident oi the United States, accompanying 
General Eisenhower on all ol his foreign .rips,, tie attended courses 
at .Ft Bliss, Texas, and Sandia, New Mexico, and in May I960 was 
ordered to Rome, Italy as Army Attache, serving there until October 
1962, when he was assigned to Rio de Janeiro, Brazil as Army Attache.
